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Priority Supplies of Bedding and 
Floor-Coverings 


As from 22nd June the utility furniture scheme will cover the 
issue of Priority Dockets for bedding (blankets, sheets and 
mattresses) and floor-coverings (substitute linoleum and felt 
base). The issue of priority dockets for floor-coverings replaces 
the present arrangements whereby retailers are giving priority to 
holders of utility furniture permits. 

People Eligible for Dockets. The priority classes eligible for 
utility furniture remain unchanged and comprise: (a) people 
whose homes have been bombed ; (b) people setting up house 
because they have young children ; (c) people setting up house 
because they are expecting a child; (d) couples married on or 
after Ist September 1939; (e) couples who propose to marry 
within three months ; and (f) people who need a bed for a growing 
child. 

All these may now apply for dockets, but people in classes 
(b) to (e) will normally receive dockets only if they are now setting 
up house for the first time, and, if they want bedding, only where 
they have no bedding or less than a certain amount. The 
bombed out may apply if their bedding and floor coverings 
have been destroyed even if they have not lost furniture, and 
families who need another bed for a growing child may apply for 
bedding for the extra bed. When they are eligible these people 
will receive Board of Trade priority dockets which are printed on 
4 pink paper bearing the Board of Trade crest and a distinctive 
priority docket monogram and heading. Each docket guarantees 
supply of the article named on it. 


What to do with the Docket. Like other priority dockets these 
dockets have no coupon value ; they are not coupon-equivalents 
and cannot be paid into a trader’s banking account. Retailers 
should make sure that the customer has inserted his name and 
address in the space provided on the reverse of the docket. 
Traders are not required to endorse the dockets in any way but 
have merely to pass them back to their usual suppliers with their 
orders. 


Supply of Goods against Dockets. Each docket is valid only 
for the one article named on it. That is: one utility sheet (the 
term “utility sheet’ includes all types of utility cotton and 
waste sheets, flannelette sheets, and cotton blankets) or one 
national price-controlled blanket, or one utility mattress. Dockets 
for floor covering are valid for up to 20 square yards of either 
substitute linoleum or felt base. 

If a retailer to whom dockets are brought has any of the 
specified articles in stock he should supply these to the holder 
of the dockets and pass the dockets back to his normal suppliers 
obtain replacements. Retailers of bedding who have no 
stocks should forward the order to their suppliers with the 
dockets so as to secure priority in obtaining supplies for the 
tustomer. Manufacturers will, as far as possible, supply against 
dockets without delay. Although the sheet and blanket dockets 
ate valid for either single or double bed size, replacement in the 
tract proportions of each size desired by the retailer cannot be 
guaranteed. 

Owing to the difficulty of transporting substitute linoleum and 
felt base, the manufacturers cannot undertake to send small and 
ftequent consignments. Retailers should, therefore, supply 
‘gainst dockets from stock and send the dockets to their usual 
‘upplier with the next order to get replacements. 
~ As it may be a week or two after the start of the scheme before 
customers are ready to use their priority dockets, retailers may 
Wish to hold back supplies for them. Supplies of mattresses and

sheets, however, need not be held back by retailers since manu- 
facturers have already been asked to build up a reserve for supply 
against dockets. General Licence (No. 3) (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 627, price 1d.) issued under the Price Control (Regulation of 
Disposal of Stocks) Act, 1943, allows traders to reserve stocks of 
national price controlled blankets, utility sheets and mattresses, 
substitute linoleum and felt base, for priority docket holders 
should they consider it advisable to do so. 


Supplies for People outside the Docket Scheme. Only about one- 
quarter of the total supplies of bedding and about half the 
supplies of substitute linoleum and felt base will be required to 
meet priority dockets. The remaining supplies will reach 
retailers in the normal way for sale to the general public.

The Linoleum and Floorcloth (Maximum 


Prices and Charges) (No. 2) Order 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Linoleum and Floorcloth 
(Maximum Prices and Charges) (No. 2) Order, 1944 (5S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 689, price 1d.), which comes into operation on 30th June 
1944, and amends the Linoleum and Floorcloth (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
5th February 1944, page 44). The new Order amends the method 
of calculating the maximum laying charge and increases the 
maximum prices of three qualities of substitute linoleum included 
in the Second Schedule. 

The maximum charge to be made in the course of the business 
of a retailer for laying linoleum and floorcloth in a private house 
shall now be the aggregate of the following sums: (i) the actual 
cost of labour (including travelling time) employed in laying 
such goods, and (ii) travelling expenses necessarily and properly 
incurred, and (iii) an amount equivalent to 10 per cent. calculated 
on the aggregate of the sums referred to in (i) and (ii) above, and 
(iv) the actual cost of adhesive (in any case in which it is necessary 
and proper that adhesive should be used for laying the goods). 

The amendments in the Second Schedule are in column 2 (a) for 
the figures 2s. 6d. there shall be substituted the figures 2s. 10d. ; 
(b) for the figures 1s. 11d. there shall be substituted the figures 
2s. 4d., and (c) for the figures 2s. 9d. there shall be substituted 
the figures 2s. 10d.; and in column 3: (a) for the figures 3s. 5d. 
there shall be substituted the figures 3s. 10d. ; (6) for the figures 
2s. 7d. there shall be substituted the figures 3s. 2d., and (c) for 
the figures 3s. 9d. there shall be substituted the figures 3s. 10d. 


Polishes 


The Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) (No. 5) Order, 1944 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 677, price 1d.) continues for a further period 
of six months, from 1st July to 3lst December 1944, the existing 
control on the supply of polishes containing wax, at present 
maintained by the Limitation of Supplies (Polishes) (No. 4) 
Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 1st January 1944, 
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page 2). The definition of permitted polishes is unchanged, 
and the quotas remain at 50 per cent. for ancillary and domestic 
polishes respectively. The prohibition on the supply of all other 
types of polishes is maintained. The standard period is lst June 
to 30th November 1939, as before. 


Retail Sales of Downpointed Utility Overall 
Cloths 


The Board of Trade wish to remind traders that the provision 
allowing certain utility overall cloths to be sold at two-fifths of 
the normal coupon rate only applies to sales between traders. 
When these cloths are sold to retail customers the full number 
of coupons normally required for Group II materials must be 
surrendered. 

The utility cloths in question are those with one of the following 
specification numbers: 311, 3110 to 3119, and 3410 to 3412 
(including the same four-figure numbers when followed by a 
stroke and another digit). The provision for their supply at two- 
fifths coupon rates between traders is set out in Article 54 (1) (i) 
of the Consumer Rationing (Consolidation) Order, 1943 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 21st August 1943, page 309). 


Rubber Boots for Merchant Seamen and 
Deep-Sea Fishermen 


In order to enable merchant seamen and deep-sea fishermen to 
obtain rubber boots from retailers without any delay, the 
Board of Trade announce that they will permit retail stocks of 
rubber boots to be held in the ports. Retailers in ports who are 
accustomed to supply seamen and who wish to be allowed to 
hold stocks, should apply without delay to the Board of Trade, 
North Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8, stating 
(1) the name and address «wf their normal supplier of rubber 
boots, (2) the size of the working stock they need to hold, and 
(3) their turnover in rubber boots (number of pairs) during the 
past year. 

Stocks may be acquired only on condition that the boots are 
sold solely on production of the following evidence of the custo- 
mer’s occupation, and a Direction to this effect will be served on 
the retailers concerned: (a) Merchant Navy, M.N. clothing 
coupons; (b) Deep-sea Fishermen, §8.C.7a clothing sheet. A 
buying permit and coupons or coupon equivalent document 
must, of course, be surrendered by the customer. 

Retailers should limit their stock requirements to the minimum 
necessary for immediate supply to the Merchant Navy and Deep 
Sea Fishermen, since it is not in the national interest for them 
to hold stocks in excess of this demand.

British Standards Institution 


UNITED NATIONS STANDARDS CO-ORDINATING 
COMMITTEE 


The British Standards Institution announces that it has been 
decided, as a temporary measure, to establish a United Nations 
Standards Co-ordinating Committee to provide a centre for the 
immediate co-ordination of standards in the field of communica- 
tions of all kinds, both transport and telecommunication, and 
the development of standards for use in connection with the 
transfer across borders of raw materials and partly or wholly 
finished articles. These standards will provide agreed methods 
of expressing and toasting the properties of materials, appli- 
ances, symbols, terms and definitions, and will include dimen- 
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sional standardisation to secure interchangeability where the 
replacement of parts is an important consideration. 

The United Nations Standards Co-ordinating Committee will 
maintain offices in London and New York, with the object of 
promoting the maximum possible co-ordination and unification 
of standards necessary for the war effort and the immediate 
post-war period. The promulgation of the standards will be the 
responsibility of the National Standards Organisations. Member- 
ship of the Committee will consist of representatives of the 
National Standards bodies organised in any of the United 
Nations. Approval of the scheme has already been received 
from the Standards bodies of Australia, Canada, South Africa 
and the United States, and the London Office has been opened 
at 19-21 Palace Street, Westminster, 8.W.1. 

Mr. C. le Maistro, C.B.E., who has been General Secretary of 
the International Electrotechnical Commission since its forma- 
tion in 1906, having retired from the British Standards Institu- 
tion, has agreed to place his unique international experience at 
the disposal of this United Nations Standards Co-ordinating 
Committee, and will have charge of the London Office.

Correspondence for such Prisoners of War in any country in 
the Far East, including Japan, and for such civilian internees in 
any country in the Far East, except Japan proper, should be 
addressed 

c/o Huryojohokyoku, Tokyo, Japan. 

Correspondence for civilian internees in Japan proper whose 
camp address is not known should be addressed 

c/o Keihokyoku Naimusho, Tokyo, Japan. 

These addresses have the following meaning : 

Huryojohokyoku = Prisoner of War Information Bureau. 

Keihokyoku Naimusho = Police Affairs Bureau, Ministry of 
Home Affairs. 

In neither case should the address c/o Japanese Red Cross be 
used in future. This address should be used only if it is not 
definitely known that the addressee is in Japanese hands. 

Correspondence for prisoners of war and civilian internees in 
the Far East whose camp address is known should continue, as 
hitherto, to be addressed directly to the camps.

REGULATIONS UNDER THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order in 
Council P.C, 3721 of 18th May 1944, which amends the Regula- 
tions under the Food and Drugs Act by prescribing standards of 
quality and potency and specifying labelling requirements in 
respect of sex hormones, as follows :— 

Definition— 

1. For the purpose of these regulations the term “sex 
hormone’ shall include all products synthetic or natural pur- 
porting to have cestrogenic, androgenic, gonedotrophic and 
progestational properties. 

Standards— 

2. Standard preparations for sex hormone products shall be 
those kept in the Laboratory of Hygiene, where portions for 
comparative testing may be had upon application. International 
or Canadian Standards shall be used wherever they exist. When 
neither of these exists the manufacturer shall be required to 
submit a suitable quantity of his product to be used as a standard 
for checking the uniformity of that product. 

Potency— 

3. The units of the sex hormones for the purpose of these 
regulations shall be Internationa] Units, wherever they exist, as 
estimated by the methods employed in the Laboratory of 
Hygiene. In the case of products where 'ternational or 
Canadian Standards have not been established and stable 
standards cannot be furnished by the manufacturer, there shall 
be attached a label furnishing full details of the unit of potency 
employed and of the method of assay used. 

Labelling— 

4. The following shall appear on the labels of unwrapped 
containers as specified below : 

(a) Name of manufacturer. 

(») Address of manufacturer. 

(c) The descriptive or proper name of the product distinct 
from the trade name. In the case of pure synthetic or natural 
crystalline products, the proper names shall be: estrone, 
estradiol, oestriol, stilbcestriol, androsterone, testosterone, 
progesterone, and esters and derivatives of these. In the case of 
mixed or impure products, the proper names shall be: conju- 
gated cestrogenic substance(s), cestrogenic substance(s), andro- 
genic substance(s), progestational substance(s), and esters and 
derivatives of these. In the case of gonadotrophins the proper 
name shall be gonadotrophin with a qualifying statement to 
indicate the source, e.g., chorionic gonadotrophin, gonado- 
trophin from pregnant mare’s serum. 

(d) Potency of product. 

(e) Lot number. 

(f) For gonadotrophins in aqueous solution, the expiration 
date, which shall not exceed twelve months from the date of 
assay.

(g) Name of solvent or vehicle used in distributing products - 


in liquid form and the name and amount of preservative in these 
products. 

(h) Caution label—to be used only on the advice or on the 
prescription of a physician. 

(i) Any preparation which consists wholly or in part of sex 
gland tissue or extracts thereof and not coming within the scope 
of these regulations shall carry on the label the following 
cautionary statement: “This preparation contains no known 
therapeutically active sex hormone.” 

(j) (i) On the outside labels or wrappers of the packaged 
containers, items (a) to (7) shall appear ; 

(ii) On the labels of inner containers, items (a), (c), (d) and (e) 
shall appear.

Argentina 


TRADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


According to the Monthly Journal of the British Chamber of 
Commerce in the Argentine Republic, the Central Bank report 
provides an interesting analysis of Argentina's trade and financial 
relations during 1943 with the British Empire as a single unit. 
It is shown that, while exports to the British Empire countries 
from Argentina during the years 1937-1939 averaged 33 per cent. 
of the Republic’s total exports, the Empire’s participation in 
that trade in 1943 was 43 per cent. Imports from the Empire 
in 1943, at a total participation of 28 per cent. compared with the 
1937-39 average of 26 per cent. 

The 1943 result of Argentina’s trade and financial relations 
with the British Empire was a net balance of payments in 
Argentina’s favour of 389 million pesos, this total comparing 
with that of 1942 of 207 million pesos.

SHIPPING IN MARCH QUARTER 


During the first quarter of 1944, arrivals at Argentine ports 
numbered 348 vessels with a tonnage of 778,486 as compared 
with 280 vessels (550,004 tons) in the same period of 1943, states 
the Argentine Chamber of Commerce in Great Britain. Of the 
arrivals in 1944, 61 vessels with a tonnage of 278,768 were 
British; 134 (145,013 tons), Argentine; 33 (78,525 tons), 
Swedish ; 27 (75,580 tons), Spanish ; {24 (57,497 tons), Brazilian ; 
and 11 (45,588 tons), American.

From the above figures it will be seen that the total balance 
in Brazil’s favour derived from trade with Great Britain over the 
five-year period was £36,229,000 and with the United States 
£48,725,000. 


PRINCIPAL EXPORT COMMODITIES IN 1943 


The values of the main groups of exports from Brazil for 1943 
were as follows, with the comparative figures for 1942 in paren- 
thesis: Foodstuffs, Cr. $4,018,000,000 (3,324,000,000); raw 
materials, Cr. $2,994,000,000 (3,057,000,000); manufactures, 
Cr. $1,718,000,000 (1,119,000,000). Compared with 1941, raw 
materials showed a decline in value of 8 per cent. and food- 
stuffs and manufactures increases of 29 per cent. and 365 per 
cent. respectively. In 1943 foodstuffs accounted for 46 per 
cent. of the total value of exports (against 58 per cent. for 1939) ; 
raw materials, 34 per cent. (41 per cent.) and manufactures, 20 
per cent. (1 per cent.). 

The values of the chief commodities exported in 1943 were as 
follows, with the comparative figures for 1942, added in paren- 
thesis :—coffee, Cr. $2,803,768,000 (1,965,738,000); either 
piece-goods, Cr. $1,104,200,000 (837,720,000) ; meat and meat

Cr. $413,777,000 (644,382,000); cocoa, Cr. $342,368,000

WATER POWER IN THE PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY 


Canada’s pulp and paper industry in 1942 led all other manu- 
facturing industries in capital investment and in net value of 
production states a recent Report issued by the Dominion Water 
and Power Bureau of the Department of Mines and Resources 
Ottawa. It is a very large employer of labour. 

Newsprint made up 76-8 per cent. of the total tonnage of paper 
manufactured in 1942 and 93-7 per cent. of this was exported. 
According to the Newsprint Service Bureau, this Canadian pro- 
duction of standard newsprint was more than three times that 
of the United States and formed 72-1 per cent. of the total North 
American production for that year. 

As a mechanical power installation of approximately 100 h.p. 
per ton of daily output of newsprint is required the importance 
of abundant low-cost power is evident. Water power meets 


this need and approximately 95 per cent. of the power used by 


the industry is hydraulic or hydro-electric. 

The pulp and paper industry provides the greatest individual 
peace-time market for the power produced by the central electric 
stations, as it ordinarily purchases more than 50 per cent. of all 
power sold for industrial purposes. During 1942 notwithstanding 
the great reduction in the amount of power purchased by the 
industry for use in electric boilers and the great munitions load, 
approximately 24 per cent. of all industrial power sold by central 
stations was purchased for use in pulp and paper mills. 


COAL EQUIVALENT OF DEVELOPED WATER POWER 


Comparing the water-power development in the Dominion 
with a corresponding development of fuel power under com- 
parable conditions indicates that each installed hydraulic horse- 
power if operated continuously throughout the year would effect 
a saving of about 4,411 tons of coal, i.e., Canada’s present 


hydraulic installation of 10,214,513 h.p. is capable of effecting 


an annual saving of more than 45 million tons of coal. 

In estimating the actual saving of coal to the Dominion in 
any year it is necessary to exclude the electricity exported from 
Canada and to differentiate between electricity used for heating 
and that used for general power purposes. During 1943 Canadian 
consumption of firm power generated by central electric stations 
totalled 35,718,763,000 kw.h., about 99 per cent. of which was 
hydro-electric. In addition, 2,113,848,000 kw.h. of secondary 
power was used. Adding to these figures a conservative estimate 
of the power output of non-central station hydro-plants indicates 
a total coal saving of approximately 264 million tons. As 
during 1943 Canadian coal consumption totalled approximately 
453 million tons, and of this nearly 28} million tons were im- 
ported it is evident that to attain the same industrial output 
without the use of water power it would have been necessary to 
more than double our imports of coal with a most undesirable 
effect on our trade balance and foreign exchange situation.
